study of the garments. 'hen X sought permission to examine the gp isseata, under a 
precedent Waersby Is was parsd.tt«d to examine. Lee Harvey Oswald’s shirt, X »&a 
refused* X Pas show photographs of unich 1 was denied copies. 

One of these was of the frost of the President* s shirt. It is the only 
sj ich photograph in the Archives of which I have knowledge tasfc asn serve research 
purposes aad can be is ®d for other tees undignified or sensational pus poses. I 
ask you for it or as salsrgeseat of the area shoring the dasags to the shirt. 

There is so existing photograph of the side of tee knot of lbs tie. I 
have asked that it be made for ®e and have been refused. I safe you for this , for 
purposes of ssy research m3, I believe, any genuine r sesrch, such a side view of 
the Sera a go to te© knot is essential. 

2 have obtained from, the Beparfeme&t Rustic© s print of that part eff 
the trout of the sairt shoes, is ? 22 Sshibit 40. I belief taia ef-setiwly refutes 
any allegation or claim such photographs not showing tue photoengraving screen can 



be withheld with propriety. The now obviously spurious protease xa a boon task 
not to withhold such pictures would permit undignified or sensational use. To 
t-ia I add that Mr. Burke Marshall has informed me of no other ground &r with- 
holding under the provisions of the alleged agreement . 

I also want a photograph madet &ae the origins 1 negative, not a 
photoengraving negative, of the ’sacs of tie shirt, preferably the largest 
clear enlargement of the arse of damage sad including the top of fee collar, 
from, the Archives pictures rather than those included in FEE Exhibit UO or 
CS334. If there is mere than one such picture, I would like this oss itade 
from ^whichever picture the Archives photographer considers boat shews tie 
damage* I would like to be informed of the existence of any others. 

With regard to C35S94, I would like the largest clear enlargement of 
the area of damage the photographer eas sake, 3,fX necessary, from the existing 
negative. Here is it not necessary to include the collar ares. 

It is my understanding that the Columbia Broadcasting. Syatom was 
permitted to make its own photograjfis of this cLothingp and I know fox a & ct 
that they were permitted to msk® tapir own photographs of CE3$9 . Regulations 
require these to be non-exclusive and to be available to everyone, I Would like 
to fee infsnaed whoa I say examine those pietastes so that 1 may determine nether 
or not I desire prints of them. My interest in the bullet ia now in the base 
only. If C33 was permitted to photograph ta® clothing, then there Is stdequate 
precedent for your photographer making for as those pictures 1 want. 

In the past. It tee been the official practise to delay responding to 
those of my requests that »sr© not completely ignored. Both, I believs , are 
contrary to the spirit ms wall ss the letter of the las and the clear Congres- 
sional intent, I have reason to believe your legal office ha a is an kept fully 
informed of ay requests end' whet responses have been made. There thus seems no 
reason for irordini^^ierponss to this latter. Therefore, if 1 have not heard frost 
you by duly 8 , 1370, I will assume you do not intend to reply and will be guided 
by this belief in any future actions 1 may taka.
